Do your partners think of 


you as a "no-trump hog"? Do 
you try to steal all the no- 
trump hands from your part- 
ner? If so, you had better 
learn a few of the tricks that 
all "hogs" must master. 


1. If you arc a point or two 


short for your no-trump bid, 
you must plead to being bad 
in arithmetic. After all, it's a 
small price to pay to get your 
hands on those pasteboards. 


2. If you plan to bid no- 


trump with wild distributions, 
you must learn how to put 
your hand down on the table 
as dummy if your partner 
insists on playing the hand at 
a suit contract. 


This requires a little sleight- 


of-hand. 


For example, let's say you 


have a six-card diamond suit 
that you have concealed dur- 
ing the bidding, and suddenly 
you find that you are the 
dummy hand. There is only 
one thing to do: Put at least 
one or perhaps two of your 
diamonds in with your hearts 
and place your dummy down 
as innocently as possible. 


Sooner or later, your oppo- 


nents or your partner wil 
spot the incongruity. So you 
plead blindness. Explain to 
your partner that the lighting 
is so bad in the room that you 
thought those diamonds were 
hearts. 


Is this not a small price to 


pay to continue the luxury of 
bidding no-trumps at almost 
every turn? Observe our true 
no-trump hog in action on the 
following hand:

South, as you can see, was 


a no-trump hog. He couldn't 
bear to open one diamond and 
perhaps allow his partner to 
bid no-trump first. Fortunate- 
ly, South knew how to play his 
no-trump contracts, so he was 
able to cheat a point or two 
and get away with it. 


South won the club opening 


in his hand and immediately 
attacked s p a d e s , not dia- 
monds.- This was important. 
East won the first spade and 
shifted to hearts. South held 
up until the third round of the 
suit, crossed to dummy with a 
spade and took a losing dia- 
mond finesse. 


West, with no hearts to 


play, was powerless, and de- 
clarer easily made his no- 
trump contract. 


Notice what happens' if 


South wins the club in dummy 
and attacks diamonds first. 
West wins the first diamond 
and shift to the jack of hearts. 
South wins the third heart 
and, l a c k i n g nine tricks, 
drives out the ace of spades. 
East wins and cashes the 
setting trick in r«°arts. 


How should South know 


which card to drive out first 
— the king of diamonds or the 
ace of spades? 


Strangely enough the an- 


swer lies in the heart suit! 
South must expect a heart 
shift no matter which card he 
tries to remove first. He must 
decide which opponent may 
have the heart length. 


As West led clubs, it is fair 


to conclude that East has the 
hearts. If East has the hearts, 
it is imperative to knock out 
East's entry first. East's only 
possible entry is the ace of 
spades; ergo, spades must be 
attacked first.

major study committee to exa- 
mine the condition of county 
government in Wisconsin and to 
consider the possibility that the 
urban counties will gradually be 
required to absorb some of the 
service burdens of the financial- 
ly pressed city governments. 


State Rep. David Martin of 


Neenah, Republican candidate 
for lieutenant governor, was 
assured by the council that it 
will consider the proposal and 


take action at its meeting next 
month. 


Discussion by council mem- 


bers took notice of the increas- 
ing support being given to the 
creation of the office of elected 
county executive under a new- 
law, and the probability that the 
executive plan devised by the 
Tarr Task Force of 1969 proba- 
bly needs some refinement to 
work with most satisfactory 
results. 


Milwaukee County has had an 


elected executive under an ear- 
lier law. Outagamie and Brown 
counties have authorized the 


position under the new law. 
Dane county has submitted the 
question for a referendum of 
the voters of the district which 
includes the capital city of 
Madison. Several other populous 
counties are considering crea- 
tion of the office, in recognition 
of the likelihood that county 
responsibilities are 
likely to 


continue to expand and need full- 
time executive direction under 
an officer responsible to the 
whole county electorate. 


A resolution calling for an 


extensive review of the probable 
future expansion of counties' 


responsibilities was offered late 
in the 1969 legislative session, 
but was not acted upon. 


It suggested that the legisla- 


ture is likely to assign increas- 
ing responsibilities to counties 
with the continuing urbanization 
of the state, and that the 
administrative structure of the 
county will need to be modified 
accordingly. It cited the reap- 
portionment of county boards on 
a population basis a few years 
ago as a prelude to the assump- 
tion of more important services 
by counties, and especially in 
areas of growing urban service 
needs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has agreed to lift the veil 
of secrecy surrounding some of 
its most important votes, ending

By voice vote, with only a few 


scattered no's, the House wrote 
into a legislative reorganization 
bill Monday a provision for re- 
corded votes on amendments. 


Votes on amendments now 


are taken under a teller system 
—borrowed from the British 
Parliament when Congress first 
convened in 1789. This system 
results in a vote total—but no 
indication of how individual 
members voted. 


Under it, congressmen file 


past a teller who officially views 
them as anonymous and simply 
adds their votes to the running 
totals. 


There is a procedure by which 


one-fifth of the members can 
force a later roll call on adopted 
amendments, but not on amend- 
ments which were defeated. 


Far-Reaching 


The action, coming in the 


third week of debate on the bill, 
is the farthest-reaching of sev- 
eral antisecrecy moves. Earlier, 
the House opened committee 
meetings to television and radio 
coverage, required that votes 
taken in closed committee meet- 


sile defense system had gone 
unrecorded. 


"We bind the people of Ameri-

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Byrnes Urges 
Dairy Import 
Quota Control 


Tariff Commission 
Asked to Administer 
Tighter Restrictions

WASHINGTON - Rep. John 


W. Byrnes R-Green Bay, today 
admonished the U. S. Tariff 
Commission to more carefully 
administer dairy import quotas. 


In a statement prepared for 


the commission which is con- 
ducting an investigation into the 
effects of increased dairy im- 
ports, Byrnes urged the com- 
mission to recommend quota 
definitions which could not lend 
themselves to easy evasion. 


"A few years back, for in- 


stance, the quota on Italian 
cheese 'in original loaves' was 
easily bypassed by cutting the 
loaves in half to achieve non- 
quota status," Byrnes told the 
commission. "We now have a 
similar problem with certain 
cheese which are under quota if 
selling for less than 47 cent a 
pound. Quotas on these cheeses 
have been avoided simply by 
increasing the price to 47 cent 
or more and we are now 
importing more of the higher 
priced cheese than the lower." 


No Assurance 


The congressman also said 


that there is no assurance at 
present that quota products will 
be classified as such by the 
Bureau of Customs and he told 
the commission the Ways and 
Means Committee of which he 
is the top Republican member 
has adopted his bill to transfer! 
this function to the Department 
of Agriculture.

New Start for Educational Television 


As a prediction of one of the topics 


with which the next legislature will 
struggle when it compiles and finances 
the budget, the State Educational 
Communications Board has proposed 
that $3.8 million be included in its next 
budget to put four educational television 
transmitters on the air—one of them to 
serve Northeastern Wisconsin. 


It is far too early to make a judgment 


on what expansion of state services can 
be included in the next budget. But that

Federal Communications Commission 
for such stations. The $3.8 million 
request could be reduced to $3.1 million 
if federal construction aids are received 
and. to $2.8 million if commercial 
transmitting towers are used. 


The board also named 
a 
sub- 


committee to find ways to incorporate 
WHA-TV, the University of Wisconsin's 
Madison-station, into the state network. 
This need, 
probably to make the 


Madison station the originating one for 
programs of the network, is obvious. The 
same is true for including a station in 
Milwaukee, operated by the local 
vocational school there. 


Based on authorizations of a 1968 law, 


the board proposes that the network 
transmitters be located near Appleton, 
La Crosse, Wausau and Eau Claire. 


The important thing now is for 


parents and local school officials to 
make sure the legislature gets the 
proper evidence of public priority which 
should be assigned to educational 
television. In thai regard, the school 
districts-supported classes on time 
purchased from station WLUK-TV can 
help make a strong case. 


The FBI Report on Kent State 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation 


report on the killings at Kent State last 
spring adds more concern over how to 
handle student demonstrations on the 
nation's university and college cam- 
puses. 


The FBI sent more than 100 agents to 


Kent to investigate the shootings which 
resulted in the deaths of four students 
and the wounding of nine more. They 
reported that four were shot in the front 
but the others from the back or sides 
which in itself is a pretty good indication 
that they were not about to launch a 
major attack upon the National Guards- 
men. National Guard officials have 
insisted that the troops were surrounded 
on three sides, that they had been hit by 
objects such as rocks and that they fired 
only because they felt their lives to be 
endangered. 


The latter conclusion could well be 


when troops, 
inexperienced 
in riot 


situations, come close to panic or are 
instigated even by one frightened 
member among them. Something 
similar may have happened at My Lai 
under even greater provocation. 


But the FBI report emphasizes that 


the student hecklers—about 200 of 
them—could easily have been dispersed 
with tear gas or even the arrests of a 
few. It points out that no Guardsmen 
were hurt by flying objects, that there 
was no hail of rocks as reported and that 


no one was in any real danger, that they 
were not surrounded, that they had 
plenty of tear gas and could have con- 
trolled the situation without shooting. It 
may even have been merely an obscene 
gesture from a student that started it all. 


In testimony before the President's 


special committee on student unrest, a 
National Guard officer last week 
brought in an array of weapons he 
reported had been found among 
students. Most, it turned out, came from 
the University of Wisconsin where 
National Guardsmen apparently played 
a much more important role of keeping 
students and police apart—and they had 
unloaded guns. There is no doubt but 
that some revolutionary students have 
been armed for conflict but whether it 
has been for self-protection or attack is 
difficult to determine. 


Riot control is a particularly difficult 


type of police action and we do not want 
to underestimate the problems that 
faced the National Guardsmen at Kent 
State. But our history books are full of 
that Boston Massacre almost two cen- 
turies ago and the reprehensible firing 
by the British troops upon unarmed 
civilians. When enough of even a par- 
ticular segment of the population 
vehemently opposes policies, only force 
and brutality can stop the opposition and 
this is most definitely un-American. 
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Nasser Answers Cease-Fire Proposal 


The voice was the voice of United 


Arab Republic President Gamal Nasser 
but the behind the scenes pressure 
originated in Moscow. 


President Nasser, while proclaiming 


that there is really nothing new in the 
American proposals to find a way to 
peace in the Middle East as explained a 
few weeks ago by Secretary of State 
William Roger?, says he accepts the 
proposals but that "it is Israel who 
rejects them." The proposals call for a 
90 day cease-fire and indirect talks 
between Israel and the Arab nations 
through United Nations mediator 
Gunnar Jarring. This is in line with a 
similar strategy of a few years ago when 
go-betweens carried messages back and 
forth between national representatives 
who weren't on speaking terms. 


There is z lot of quibbling of course. 


The 1967 United Nations General 
Assembly resolution called for the with- 
drawal of Israeli troops from conquered 
territory and Arab recognition of the 
security of all borders in the area. In his 
recent comments President Nasser said 
that Israel had failed to withdraw and 
that this was a major aim of the Arab 
nations along with "recognition of the 
legitimate rights of the Palestine 
people.1' He said nothing about the 
security of Israel's borders, the major 
reason why the Israelis have not with- 
drawn from strategic areas they feel are 
essential to their defeat. 11 is very 
unlikely that the Israelis will so with- 
draw until a firm treaty of peace has 


been signed and perhaps not even then. 


A major problem is the inability of 


the legitimate Arab leaders to control 
the mushrooming guerrilla movement. 
If leaders in the United Arab Republic, 
Jordan, Libya, Saudi Arabia and 
Lebanon do agree to recognize the state 
of Israel there is no assurance that the 
commando raids will decrease. In fact it 
may be that such moderate leaders will 
be overthrown if they agree to any kind 
of a peace treaty with Israel. 


Nevertheless President Nasser's 


outward signs of agreement must reflect 
concern in the Soviet Union that the 
continued arms race in the Middle East 
increases the danger of a direct United 
States-Russian confrontation which no 
one really wants. President Nasser 
bragged that the Soviet Union was 
sending "defensive and 
offensive 


weapons to liberate our land'' and that 
Russian technicians are 
training 


Egyptian soldiers. But he complained 
that peace could not come until the 
United States stopped supplying Israel 
with weapons. 


It becomes increasingly clear there 


will be no settlement in the Middle East 
unless the United States and the Soviet 
Union convince both sides that they are 
not going to keep supplying weapons or 
even the rhetoric of war to cither side. 
Secretary Ropers has been working in 
this direction but whether his point of 
\new prevails in the White House, much 
iess in the Kremlin, is a sticky question 
indeed.

leaders speak out in the name 
of the "masses," but the 
masses identify themselves 
more with the Establishment 
than with the protestors. 


At Kent University, the 


townspeople sympathize in far 
greater numbers with the 
National Guard than with the 
college kids. The main thrust 
of public opinion is con- 
servative, not liberal. Most 
Americans, of all classes, 
oppose the aims, life-styles 
and value-judgments of the 
dissidents. 


When the construction 


workers attacked the students 
in Wall Street, they were 
expressing the feelings of 
middle America, in however 
erode and unruly a fashion. 
The labor unions (helped to 
power by the liberals) have 
adopted some mighty illiberal 
admission practices. The 
hyphenated ethnic groups are 


among the most chauvinistic 
and least aware of their own 
precarious fight for equality 
not so many decades ago. 


It is Spiro Agnew, alas, who 


speaks for much of America, 
not 
the dissenters and 


protestors. It hurts me to say 
so, for I believe the man to be 
a real menace, but facts are 
facts, and he does represent a 
far larger segment of our 
citizenry than those who 
oppose him. 


The plain truth of the matter

They say you can tan sensi- 


bly if you take the sun in 
small doses—no more than 20 
or 30 minutes on the first day 
and about 10 extra minutes 
each day thereafter. 


For many people, acquiring 


a tan becomes a weekend 
crash project—out in the mid- 
day sun when its rays are the 
harshest. If you sun yourself 
during this peak period of 11 
a.m. to 2 p.m., your only hope 
of avoiding a painful burn is 
the frequent and generous use 
of protective creams or lo- 
t i o n s containing screening 
agents. 


Protect Sensitive Areas 
Even after you've acquired 


your tan, you still should 
protect yourself in sensitive 
areas such as your nose, 
hands and shoulders, the "V" 
of your neck, and the back of 
your legs. 


Often, the compulsion to tan 


quickly overrides good sense 
and you find yourself glowing 
painfully at day's end. 


If your burn is serious 


enough to raise blisters, check 
with your doctor to prevent 
skin damage and infection. If 
it's a mild case, however, a 
cool, gentle shower and a 
couple of aspirins will help 
relieve pain and reduce possi- 
ble fever. A soothing, medi- 
cated cream will offer wel- 
come relief, but those contain- 
ing anesthetics should not be 
over-used. Light, loose cloth- 
ing will be less abrasive to 
the sensitive areas. Increase 
your intake of fluids to offset 
the suns's dehydrating effects. 
As a final word, it's wise to 
stay in the shade until your 
burn has healed completely. If 
your burn was severe, your 
skin may remain ultra-sensi- 
tive to sunlight for several 
weeks. 


Remember, you not only 


look your best with a moder- 
ate tan, but it's best for you.
